Sargent, on the Moral of Horticultural

Among the reflections which minister most

continuance in well-doing " All these things 
speak to us. 1 he brown foliage falling down so 
gently in the woods and crackling under our 
feet; the cool winds ot October, coming onward 
to dismantle the elm-trees under whose shade 
we have walked all summer; bunches of flow- 
ers, the last ot the season, fading fast away ; 
baskets of fruit, and all the bundles in the gran- 
nry, speak to us of change,—of our own change, 
and of the varying seasons. They remind us 
also of God, ot his being, goodness, power, and 
providence. 


It would seem as if the very leaves fell from 


then branches in order that we might the better 
view the clear blue sky through the opening vis- 
tas of their naked boughs.

love of flowers The honeysuckle and the wood- 
bine that overlay and surround the poor man's 
hut with their tragrance and foliage,or the plain 
geraniums that peep out of his wmdow.are pledg- 
es of something like a religious taste 
They in- 


dicate a certain refinement ot character in the 
cultivator 
Yea 
to my mind there is admoni- 


tion and a meaning in a load ot hay,for it speaks 
to me of that providence of God which taketh care 
tor oten and giveth grass to the cattle,and with- 
out which not a sparrow falleth to the ground 
We need therefore to have these impressions of 
God s kind care more frequently renewed and 
distinctly forced upon us. Amid the wide-spread 
and generous distribution which characterizes 
the Almighty's dispensations, we are ptone to o- 
verlook them 
The rarer fruits and grains and 


goods of earth are scattered from his hands so 
broadcast, that some,especrally of those who live 
m cities, are very likely to miss even the sight 
of them as well as the possession. 
On this ac- 


count it is well to collect them as it were in bas- 
kets, and bring them together from thft four quar- 
ters, and let them be seen. 
It is well that man 


should see and know what Nature, under God, 
has beep about m uei deep granaries and plenti- 


nuts their armor, and generates throughout the 
nurnmer the various vegetable juices^'and packs 
up the honey within tiny Denies,' 
Will you tell 


me chance does all this3 And is chance so even- 
handed as to throw always the same dice-1 
Do 


you tell me it is the operation only ol fixed laws' 
Well, who made the laws? 


And yet once more, what said the eloquent 


assemblage ot fruit arid flowers? They told of 
a work accomplished. They seemed to me like 
so many perfect results, each complete as the 
specimen of—rts—Innd —Thetr-^vury perfume 
seemed like the breathing of a satisfied con- 
science. 
Each seemed to look as if the com- 


fort of completeness were realized 
On the face 


of every f r u i t and on the petal of every flower 
there was written, as it were the verdict,,"Well 
done1" A voice of acclamation went up from 
them, and every one seemed to cry out, even as 
our Saviour did upon the cross, "'[t is finished1" 
And it was finished; enlirrjy finished, beautiful- 
ly finished,—the mission ot those fruits, so per- 
iect in every tint, so unblemished so mature! 
You could riot have improved them by the ad- 
dition of a single hue. They had fully com- 
pleted the work which the Father had given 
them, 
but not so was it, alas'not so witk the 


living group of beings wiio came in and were 
the lookers-on. 


Old men came in there, each onejleaningon 


his staff, mfiiin, decaying, immature, ready to 
tall into his grave, while the hand of death 
seemed pressing on their bending and decreped 
form*.

to all appearance as fair as the flowers they came 
to see; but oh, the little canker worms of vanity 
and worldlmess and the love of show and of ad- 
muation which were gnawing at their very 
heart's core, and turning their beauty to ashfs! 
Yes" al! these were there, and all looked idly 
on, little dreaming that for them, also, a harvest 
was waiting, and for them, also, the time was 
hastening on when they too must be gathered to- 
gether and judged by the 
all-seeing Eye.— 


How anxiously did 1 wish, for those spectators, 
the full impression of that voice which seemed 
to come Irom that harvest croup saying, "Mor- 
tals' for you as for us there must come a judg- 
ment according to your fruits; and yott, as well 
as we will have maturity, take rank, and re- 
ceive a'premium 1 only according to the cultiva- 
tion you have received." 


Standing thus amqngthe forms ol riper fruit
